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THE NEW GAS LOAN.

A nrr was introdueed in Connoeils on Thurs-
day providing for a new loan of $4500,000 for
the extension of the Gas Worka, the oon-
piderntion of whish was postponed for omne
weok. The money to be raised by this bill is
intended mainly, we believe, to rebuild the
Gas Works at the Market Btreet Bridge, whioh,
after being torn down without due authority
from the city, are now to be built up at the
expenso of her tax-payers. Against this pro.
ject & most decided and emphatic projeot
should be entered. In no event should the
(ias Works be rebuilt at that locality. The
oost of foroing gas from that point to the
placea which must be reached is materially
groater than that involved in sending supplies
from more appropriate sites for the works; and,
besides, it would be the height of folly to
robuild gas works at a spot whioch, instead of
being at or mnear the outskirts of the
city, is practically becowming, by the
pourse of modera improvements, an impor.
tant ocentre of business and population,
CQouncils should, therefore, resolutely oppose
any new loan which is to be nsed, in whole or
in part, to reconsirnct the Market street
works, And, while the subject is np for con-
sideration, they should also make a searching
nveatigation into the cironmstances which

have necessitated this nmew loan, as well as
irto the general management of the Gas
Works. It is high time that the people of
Philadelphia knew something about the way
in whick the Gas Trust expend their money.
As the price of gasis, in view of the facilities
for manufacturing it and the extent of the
distriots to be supplied, muoch higher here
than it ought to be,—and as the gas ring is
popularly deemed, with good reason, to be
immensely profitable to all who are permitted
to enter within its magioc circle,—the tax-
payers of Philadelphia shonld be minutely
informed in detail of the outgoings aund in-
comings, the receipts and expenditures, of all
matters connected with the Gas Trust. As
Philadelphia must foot all the
bills run up by this concern, and provids, in
some form, the funds out of which its favor.
itea contirve to make fortunes, her citizens
should learn, for once at least, where all their
money goes, and have a broad blaze of day-
light thrown on all gas operations. The sys-
tem whereby a little elose eorporation rales a
big city, meanwhile taxing heavily all its eiti-
zens, shonld not remain, in this progressive
age, one of the mysteries of Philadelphia.
Sooner or later it must be thoroughly ex.
posed, and o8 another new loan is now askel
for. tbis is a good time to commence the task.

THENEW APPORTIONMENT.

Tur apportionment question was finally
disposed of in the Legislature yesterday. The
Democrats were enabled by their bare majo-
rity of one in the Senate to hold out for
some weeks in their demand for an unfair
apportionment, but the dead-lock between
the two houses which resulted was so dis
astrouns to the pet schemes of individasl
members that a compromise was finally
agreed upon. The bill, ag it finslly passed
both houses yesterday afternoon, is supposed
to give the Kepublicans a majority of one in
the Senate and six in the House of Representa-
tivea. This will bring things toa very fine point,
and render the close districts worth a struggle
for the sake of supremsacy. The Legislature
to be elected in 1872 will eleot a successor to
Simon Oameron in the United States Benate,
and unless Cameron is driven into the baock-
ground before the expiration of his term, the
Democrats will stand an exocellent show for
securing a majority on joint ballot,
This will result in the election
of a Democrat to the Senate as Cameron's
suoocessor, unless, indeed, that ineorruptible
-and unocorrupting worthy should resort to his
old tricks. At the best, the new apportion-
ment leaves the State in a very dubious posi-
tion, and fairly transforms it into a battle-
field for the two great parties. In view,
however, of the faot that the Demo.
crats have oontrol of the Benate at pre-
sent, it is as favorable to the Republican® as
could reasonably be expected. The idea of
meaking a new apportionment without regard
to its political results never, of course, en-
tered the heads of our law-makers, and the
whole business, therefore, is to be viewed
ouly in the lght of a gerrymander.

W. H. Sedley Bmith,

Mr, W. H, S8edley Bmith, & well-known actor, and
one of the beat *'old men” upon the stage, dled yoa-
terdey nt St Lounis, Hia real name was W, H. Sed-
loy, and ke was born in Montgomeryshire, North
Wales, December 4, 1808, He was obliged to com-
mence Nghticg his way in the world at an early age,
andas hia taste inclined him to the stage he assnmed
ihe name of Smith, and obtalned a situation as
call-boy at the Bhewsbury Theatre, under the man-
agement of Mr. Crisp, In & short time he was as-
slgned to play minor parts, and improving the op.
portunities aforded him he made a rapld advance,
In 1829 he obtained his first regular engigement at
the Theatre Royal, Jauncaster. where he played
walking gentlemen's parts, In 1827 he received an
offer of an engagement from this slde of the AL
lantlc, and m Juone, 1827, he made his Arst
appearance in Amerioa at the Walnut Street
Theatre, in this oity, as “Diddler,” 1n Raising the
Wind, and aa “Lothair," In The Mitler and Hix Mon,
In 1825 he accepted an engagement at the Tremont
Theatre, Boston, and since then he has played (n
many of the best theatres of the country, A few
years ago Mr, Smith was attached to the Chesnut
streot company, In this city, when it was under Mr,

Sinn's management. Ho will be remembered by
many of onr play-goers on account of hia artistic
acting In many atandard *old man" parta.
